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LIBRARY CAMPAIGN 


The heart of an alumnus constantly looks back, remembering ‘days when’ — 
university days. He remembers not only the fun-filled moments, but also the harder 
times, the last minute work, exams; and if he should be a Georgian, he must 
inevitably recall those trying days, standing before the take-out desk, readying 
himself to leave as the librarian shook her head apologizing for not having that 
all-important book in stock. 

Carlisle once said, “А university is really a collection of books". Whether or 
not one fully agrees with this statement, the importance of the library to the student 
is evident, especially to you who have graduated. Sir George is a young institution 
and its library is still in the early growing stages. The sad truth is that at times 
certain books are, statistically, .001 per person. 

At present, our need is approximately $200,000 which will serve to pay for 
40,000 volumes. The Association of Alumni has taken has begun a Library 
Campaign to raise $25,000 of the above amount. 

Dr. H. F. Hall, principal of the University, has expressed his enthusiasm 
for the campaign. The two main points to consider, stated Dr. Hall are, “the very 
practical reason that it will furnish books which we badly need for the university, 
and, it will be a real project, a living project around which the members of the 
Alumni Association can unite and express themselves". 

Here, in our twenty-fifth year, the Alumni can express its price and loyalty 
to Sir George by taking part in this, our first campaign. Especially since it is our 
first, we must succeed. 

Mr. John Ferguson, Association of Alumni Executive Director, feels strongly 
that graduates owe their university a great deal. “That debt may not be a 
monetary one but it certainly should be a debt of fidelity, of faith, of understanding 
and of loyalty. It can be evinced by an attitude of pride in the University, by a 
disposition to be of service to the University and by being aware of and sympathetic 
to the problems of the University". 

"Financial support should be forthcoming from alumni — not as in payment 
of a financial debt but as a thanks offering for a privilege once received and 
subsequently by others yet to come". 

Therefore it is expected that every member of the Alumni will contribute as 
much as possible in the spirit of a true Georgian. 

W. F. Thresh, who was chairman of the Campaign and who has done much 
of the groundwork in setting up the Campaign organization recently received an 
appointment in the New York Office of the Aluminum Company of Canada, 
thereby having to resign as chairman. Mr. Colin Mackie (B.Sc. 1950) agreed on 
very short notice to take on Mr. Thresh’s position as Campaign chairman. 
Mr. Mackie is looking forward to the participation of all Georgian Alumni. 

On the committee along with Mr. Mackie are Peter Pitsiladis (who, by the 
way, will be needing the services of MANY volunteers on his telephone committee. 
His number is C1. 9 — 6320.) Milan Moravec (B.Comm. 1961) who is in charge 
of Public Relations and John Ferguson. Also on the Public Relations committee 
are John Allen (B.Sc. 1961) and Stanton Carter. 

Our first donation (which is tax deductible) has been received from Miss 
Phoebe Prowse (B.A. 1942). If the example shown by Miss Prowse should be 
followed by all graduates as quickly and as generously, we shall definitely exceed 
our goal of $25,000. 

It won't take much of your time to help the undergrads at Sir George. Send 
donations to ‘Alumni S.G.W.U., 1435 Drummond Street, Montreal 25.’

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PROF. THOMPSON’S REMARKS 
ON MAY 12TH 


Mr. President, Mr. Chancellor, Mr. 
Principal, Fellow Members of the 
Association of Alumni, (I trust I may 
so address you now), and Guests:- 


This is indeed an important occasion 
for me; and I thank you, Mr. President 
and the Association for taking me into 
the fold. By your action in making me 
an Honorary Member of your Associ- 
ation, you have given me a deep sense 
of belonging to the family which bears 
the proud name of Sir George Williams 
University. 


I suppose that most of us can divide 
our lives into certain well-defined pha- 
ses. Early there comes the struggle for 
athletic distinction, academic distinct- 
ion, and for most the search for Ro- 
mance. However meagre my success in 
the first two pursuits, I claim success in 
the third, as Mrs. Thompson and I 
celebrated our Fiftieth Wedding Anni- 
versary on Tuesday of this week. We 
were delighted to receive so many 
congratulatory messages from graduates 
of the University. 


For many of us the tragedy of war 
cut sharply across our lives, and inter- 
rupted our peaceful pursuits. War is a 
horrible things; but, to those who 
survive it can, I believe, teach two 
important lessons — first, the need for 
co-operation with our fellow-men, and, 
secondly, the satisfaction which can 
come from service to others. 


No better examples could be given 
the long and distinguished service which 
our Chancellor has given to the Boy 
Scouts Association, and his devotion to 
the interests of our University; and the 
great service our Principal has given 
both to the Y.M.C.A., to Education in 
general and to Sir George Williams in 
particular. I am humbly proud to have 
my name appear on your records with 
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our respected Chancellor, our revered 
Principal, and our beloved late Principal 
Kenneth Everette Norris. 


Perhaps it may surprise you to learn 
that my first contact with Sir George 
took place in the office of the Principal 
of McGill University. Early in 1933 I 
had called to see Sir Arthur Currie 
(with whom I had been associated in 
the first World War) about the possi- 
bility of joining the English Department 
at McGill. Sir Arthur leaned back in 
his chair, tapped a ruler on the desk 
in front of him, and said, “I think I 
know you, Thompson, and I am not 
sure that you would be entirely happy 
here. Why don’t you first go to see Dr. 
Owen Stredder?" I admitted that I had 
never even heard of him. “Well” said 
Sir Arthur, “һе is what some call a 
progressive educationalist. He is head of 
Sir George Williams College — an 
Evening College just now opening a 
day division. It can have a great future; 
and, if you got in you would have a 
chance to help building from the ground 
up". Luckily for me I took his advice 
and went to see Dr. Stredder. In fifteen 
minutes I knew that I had found 
what I really wanted. 


Seated in his office with Mr. H. 
F. Hall, Assistant Principal, Student 
Counselor, and Headmaster of the 
High School and Mr. K. E. Norris, 
then Registrar and Bursar, I listened to 
their plans, and sensed their dreams. 
Paramount was the interest in PEO- 
PLE: in trying to bring out the best in 
both staff and student. Such educational 
philosophy is founded on a rock — a 
rock that now rises proudly but still 
modestly as a witness to their work. 
Theirs were very modest dreams of a 
needed service to the community — 
dreams of modest men; and envisioning 
nothing as far reaching as our present 
set-up.

Our first little graduation ceremony 
in the fall of 1936, attended by about 
25 or 30 people, was held in the Board 
Room of the Y.M.C.A., and two 
students Francis Davison and Leo Ger- 
main received the first degrees. In the 
spring of 1937 nine more graduated 
and these eleven have since been known 
as the Guinea Pigs. I am proud to say 
that I have the honour of being an 
Honorary Guinea Pig. 


Perhaps I am on dangerous ground 
if I mention names (I would like to 
recall many) but I can’t let this occasion 
go without reference to some old stu- 
dents of mine — Harold Potter, author 
of the Georgian Marching Song, and 
founder of the Georgiantics; Gerry 
Mahoney and Herb Quinn, two ver- 
satile performers in those first shows; 
Doug Clarke, Sam Madras, Bob Fraser, 
Phil Pugsley, Henry Worrell, Mag 
Flynn all now on the staff of the 
University — but it seems not long ago, 
just undergraduates. 
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To build a really healthy and suc- 
cessful educational institution we must 
have co-operation and service. This we 
have in good measure at Sir George: a 
Board of Governors, a devoted admins- 
tration and teaching staff, and a loyal 
group of alumni and students. The 
reputation and prestige of Sir George 
Williams University lies largely in the 
hands of you, its graduates. You are the 
ambassadors out in the professional and 
business world. The continued progress 
and growth of your University depends 
in no small measure on your support. 
Sir George has done its best to give you 
service.

Mr. Chancellor, Mr. Vice Chancellor, 
members of the Graduating Class, 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


First of all, may I thank you for 
inviting me here this evening. I realize 
that you have asked me to share with 
you one of the important occasions in 
the life of your University and I am 
happy to bring you the greetings of a 
sister, indeed I might almost say, a 
parent institution. For I think we all 
recognize the close bonds between your 
University and mine. Each of your prin- 
cipals and many of your staff have 
been either graduates or former staff 
members of McGill; while several of my 
colleagues in the Institute of Education 
are graduates of Sir George Williams. 
Many of our students come to you to 
complete their requirements for degrees 
and I am glad to see some of them in 
the graduating class tonight. A number 
of your graduates come to us for pro- 
fessional training. This two-way traffic 
between our common rooms and class- 
rooms has enriched the life of both 
institutions and I hope that it will con- 
tinue and increase in the years to come. 


But if this is an occasion of great 
importance in the life of the University, 
it is also of great significance to those 
who are about to receive their degrees. 
We have heard them speak through 
their valedictorian and we realize that 
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they recognize their debt to this Uni- 
versity and to their teachers here. Of 
still greater importance, it seems clear 
that they are well aware of the chal- 
lenge that lies ahead of them as they 
join the ranks of university graduates in 
this critical year of Canadian and world 
history. On your behalf I offer congra- 
tulations to them, at the same time 
expressing the hope that their love for 
their Alma Mater and their readiness 
to serve as educated citizens of a great 
and a growing country may steadily 
increase year by year. 


The place of the university in the 
community and the place of university 
men and women in the life of the com- 
munity and nation are topics that are 
widely discussed these days. In our 
Western tradition the university has 
played an important role, both through 
the significance of what it stands for 
itself and through the contribution 
which it makes year by year in the suc- 
cessive groups of graduates. We like to 
think of the university as a bulwark of 
intellectual integrity and freedom: we 
look upon it also as an institution that 
inspires its members with high ideals of 
public responsibility, sending some out 
each year to take their places in the life 
of the nation. Inevitably, of course, we 
often fall short of these ideals, both as 
institutions and as individuals; never- 
theless we must hold these standards 
before us and, if we ever lose sight of 
them, we do so at our peril. 


It is with these thoughts in mind that 
I have chosen as my topic this evening, 
“Challenge and Response". This phrase 
has been used by Dr. Arnold ‘Toynbee, 
whose recent visit to our city is still in 
the memories of many of us, in his study 
of civilizations and he builds a cogent 
thesis around the effect upon societies 
of challenges such as come from living 
conditions in what he calls “hard coun- 
tries", in new countries, in the form of 
blows and pressures and of persecutions 
such as slavery. It is in their response 
to situations such as these, adversities 
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as they are usually regarded by the 
people who face them, that Dr. Toyn- 
bee believes societies are tested and, 
rightly I think, he believes that it is in 
their response that we may judge the 
chances of their survival. 


Now, of course, this type of experien- 
ce is by no means limited to nations or 
civilizations. By no means. It occurs 
also in the lives of institutions and 
individuals, for each of us is faced from 
time to time with a critical situation, 
demanding an answer, requiring a 
decision, revealing a delicate balance 
between forces which human action can 
decide. This is the sort of moment which 
Shakespeare had in mind when he spoke 
through Brutus as follow 


“There is a tide in the affairs of men, 

Which, taken at the flood, leads on 
to fortune; 

Omitted, all the voyage of their life 

Is bound in shallows and in miseries". 


I need hardly remind this audience of 
the appropriateness of these lines to us 
and to this occasion for we stand with 
our faces to the future in the full know- 
ledge that an hour of decision is at 
hand, and I would remind you of the 
lines which follow 


“On such a full sea are we now afloat 

And we must take the current when 
it serves, 

Or lose our venture". 


There are, I think, two phases in our 
problem that must be considered sep- 
arately. First, of course, it is necessary 
to be able to recognize the challenge 
when it occurs. This is not always easy. 
Oftentimes challenges may pass unre- 
cognized simply because men or institu- 
tions are too blind, too prejudiced, too 
indifferent, too self-centered, too insen- 
sitive to make any response at all. As 
a rule it takes trained intelligence to 
respond intelligently, yet this is no 
guarantee that universities will respond 
to the challenges about them or that 
university graduates will rise to show 
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initiative or leadership when they are 
called upon to do so. You may remem- 
ber President Lowell’s rather cynical 
remark that there must be a great deal 
of knowledge accumulated in a univer- 
sity, because every freshman must 
bring some in and no graduate had ever 
taken any away. Sometimes it seems 
universities lull their undergraduates 
into the acceptance of a fool’s paradise 
instead of rousing them to meet the 
challenges about them. 


If we look for a reason to explain this 
inability or unwillingness to recognize 
and accept a challenge, there seem to 
be two. One is lack of contact with the 
world outside and the inability to judge 
fully and accurately the consequences 
of our actions. Problems are known to 
exist, but we are persuaded if not con- 
vinced that by turning away quickly 
they may disappear. We rationalize, we 
say there is really no problem, that it 
is not a matter of great consequence, 
that the time is not ripe. This sort of 
misjudgment can be fatal, of course, 
and history is studded with instances of 
these mistakes, characterized in the 
words of one of our most famous con- 
temporaries, Winston Churchill (who, 
by the way, was never one to overlook a 
challenge) as “‘too little, too late". No, 
if one is to prepare for an active life in 
modern times, he must have a knowl- 
edge of the needs and aspirations of 
others, both in his own community and, 
these days, even in the far places of the 
earth. 


The second reason for our failing to 
recognize challenging situations is an 
extension of the first. We become com- 
fortable and satisfied, content with the 
status quo, preoccupied with ourselves. 
This is one of the great dangers today 
when we have come to accept the 
benefits of the welfare state and make 
something of a fetish of the standard of 
living. Once this attitude has gripped 
us we not only ignore challenges, we 
resists them. We resist anything that 
would alter our pattern of life and we

are apt to go to extreme lengths in 
attempting to hold back the tides which 
might sweep away the privileges and 
the security to which we have become 
accustomed. 

Now, while I think it is true, that 
universities and their graduates have to 
bear their share of blame in the past for 
ignoring or resisting many of the chal- 
lenges that have faced them, it is true 
also that occasionally, under the inspira- 
tion of great leaders, they have risen to 
heroic heights. I could range far afield 
to give illustrations but I will content 
myself with two only, one from each of 
our universities. 

Many of us recall the 1930's, a de- 
cade of depression and frustration com- 
parable in many ways to the 1850's. 
There was unemployment, there were 
breadlines, those who had jobs were 
forced to accept salary cuts once, twice 
and even three or four times. The Young 
Men's Christian Association, which for 
many years had conducted part time 
courses for adults, found before it a chal- 
lenge of tremendous proportions in pro- 
viding an organized academic program 
for those who would otherwise have 
been denied the opportunity of a college 
education. Evening courses were follow- 
ed by day courses, the first year program 
was extended to a full degree curri- 
culum. To the great credit of business 
and academic leaders responsible for this 
development, Sir George Williams Col- 
lege was established. And I hope on 
occasions such as this we still remember 
that there are men among us, including 
you Mr. Chancellor and you Mr. Vice 
Chancellor, whose leadership counted 
significantly in those difficult but excit- 
ing years. 

Now these instances must prove, I 
think, that whatever may be their short- 
comings, our universities in Montreal 
have responded to the challenges placed 
before them by the community and 
they, in turn, have been supported and 
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strengthened by the business leaders who 
have recognized the challenging de- 
mands of higher education. Even in the 
past I think we may take pride in the 
close relationship between Town and 
Gown in Montreal. 


There is the challenge of adult edu- 
cation in which you have a continuing 
interest through the evening courses 
offered in your University. There is the 
challenge of mass education which, in 
spite of all our efforts over the past 
thirty or forty years, still falls short of 
the demand and the need. There is a 
challenge of education for women, 
which, until a generation ago, was 
ignored and neglected. There is the chal- 
lenge and moral education to raise the 
standards of our private and public life. 
And there is the challenge of education 
in the underdeveloped countries. I know 
many people who would prefer to igno- 
re or to reject these challenges. Life 
would be easier, they say, if we could 
forget them or to accept them may alter 
the pattern of our lives. But I hope you ` 
will resist these temptations, realizing 
that as graduates in 1961 you cannot 
behave that way. Each can find the sort 
of challenge appropriate to his abilities 
and interests. 


Of the problems which I have men- 
tioned, perhaps the one for which we 
are least prepared is the challenge of 
educational aid to the developing coun- 
tries. Much is being written about this 
need. It is vast, almost byond imagina- 
tion. There are 650,000,000 people in 
the Commonwealth — twice the popu- 
lation of Russia — and most are illi- 
terate, many are starving, most have 
religious beliefs and cultural standards 
quite different from ours. Yet virtually 
all want education, and they want it 
now. If we appear to delay our assistan- 
ce or to deny it to them, they will look 
elsewhere and, make no mistake, they 
will get it elsewhere because the Com- 
munist countries are equipped and 
prepared for just such an emergency.

This challenge cannot be 
met by casually offering whatever 
resources are left over after our wants 
have been supplied or by encouraging 
the new nations to repeat the foolish 
mistakes we have made in our own 
educational planning. It can be met 
only by intelligent, sympathetic, dedicat- 
ed, sacrificing leadership and support, 
which must come from the young men 
and women graduating from our schools 
and universities. Let us hope that there 
will be a vigourous response to this 
stirring challenge.
